The  House  of  Representatives  in   response  to  the  concerns  expressed  by  both 
labor  and  the  business  community  has  passed  an  historical   bill   significantly 
reforming  this  state's  antiquated  and  expensive  Workers'   Compensation  system. 
I   was  proud  to  have  carried  this  bill   in  the  House  and  will  continue  to  work 
for  its  passage  in  the  Legislature.      Massachusetts  working  men  and  women  have 
waited  too  long  for  these  needed   reforms  and  should  settle  for  nothing  less  than 
the  House  passed  version  of  this  bill. 

The  bill  has  received  the  active  endorsement  and  support  from  the  Governor, 

the  business  community  and  the  labor  community.      It  was  passed  in  the  House 

by  a  unanimous  vote  of  149-0,   which  further  underscores  the  recognized  need 
and  bi-partisan  support  for  reforms  in  this  system.

Significant  Improvements  in  the  state's 
system  of  workers'  compensation  have  been 
incorporated  in  a  Dill  that  should  soon  come 
up  for  final  action  in  the  House.  The  House 
ought  to  complete  that  action  rapidly. 

The  Senate,  too.  should  move  quickly,  or 
the  system  will  face  at  least  three  more  years 
in  which  delay,  inflexibility  and  inconve- 
nience will  dog  injured  workers. 

The  bill  in  its  present  version  enjoys  sup- 
port from  a  spectrum  of  interested  parties,  in- 
cluding employer  groups,  unions,  legislators 
and  the  Dukakis  administration. 

It  deserves  support  because  it  addresses 
the  most  pressing  problem  now  confronting 
injured  workers  in  the  more  difficult  cases: 
long  delays  in  the  processing  of  claims  and  the 
beginning  cf  payments.  Under  the  new  sys- 
tem, insurers  would  be  required  to  make  pay- 
ments for  as  long  as  60  days  without  sacrific- 
ing their  right  to  challenge  the  claim. 

The  Industrial  Accident  Board,  which  su- 
pervises the  processing  of  claims  and  acts  as 


referee,  would  be  granted  more  active  powers 
to  investigate  claims  -  a  key  to  speeding  up 
decisions  in  disputed  cases.  The  bill  allows  the 
opening  of  four  district  offices  to  help  process 
claims:  at  present,  commissioners  visit  remote 
parts  of  the  state,  only  when  accumulated 
cases  justify  a  trip. 

New  restrictions  would  reduce  the  tenden- 
cy of  victims  to  settle  for  lump-sum  compensa- 
tion that  may  prove  inadequate  or.  more  im- 
portant, inhibit  their  ability  to  make  addition- 
al claims  in  the  event  of  medical  complica- 
tions. 

The  greatest  danger  to  the  bill  lies  in  legis- 
lative inaction.  The  House  and  Senate  face 
major  issues  before  the  end  of  the  year,  but 
they  should  not  allow  this  bill  to  go  unpassed. 

A  legislative  round  next  year  would  be  con- 
ducted in  the  distracting  atmosphere  of  the 
state  election.  Moreover,  implementing  the 
provisions  of  the  current  bill  will  require  more 
than  a  year.  Delays  only  hurt  people  who  are 
already  hurting  enough. 
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Workers  strike 
turkey  firm 

To  the  Editor, 

Daily  Hampshire  Gazette: 

For  20  years  the  workers  at  Mar- 
val  Turkey  enjoyed  good  relations 
between  themselves  and  their  em- 
ployer. Then  new  owners  bought  the 
plant  and  conditions  became  un- 
bearable. 

An  understanding  of  life  with  the 
new  bosses  comes  from  the  words  of 
one  of  the  workers.  She  said,  "Other 
than  breaktime,  you  need  permis- 
sion to  leave  the  line  to  go  to  the 
bathroom,  and  if  there  are  other 
people  out  they  won't  let  you  go 
You  know  how  it  is  if  I  tell  you 
grown  men  and  women  have  soiled 
themselves  because  they  couldn't 
get  permission  to  leave.  ..." 

Matching  this  indecent  treatment 
was  a  speedup  of  the  assembly  line 
and  a  cutback  in  the  number  of 
people  working  it,  which  naturally 
resulted  in  an  increase  in  injuries. 
At  the  same  time  the  company  cut 
back  medical  services  and  other 
benefits. 

It  is  not  surprising  that  such 
conditions  provoked  a  strike  which 
is  still  in  progress.  Little  wonder 
that  many  Americans  are  showing 
their  sympathy  for  the  grieved  em- 
ployees by  boycotting  Marval  tur- 
keys. You  can  tell  them  by  their 
name,  or  by  the  "USDA  PlH"  mark 
on  the  wrapper,  or  metal  band, 
when  they  are  sold  under  another 
brand  name.  Charles  Strickler 
Marval  Poultry  Company,  P.O.  Box 
158,  Dayton,  Virginia  22821,  should 
be  told  of  your  decision  to  switch  to 
another  company's  product.

$79.81.     Letters  of  appreciation  of  USO/NE  services  were  received  from  LCDR  Peter  Churins, 
ComNavBaseBoston,  and  G.E.  Whisler  Jr.,  Commanding  Officer,  Surface  Warfare  Officers 
School  Command,  Newport,  Rl.     Captain  Gallagher  and  I  attended  the  DCASMA  Boston 
Change  in  Command  Ceremony  in  honor  of  Captain  Harry  H.  Weinberg,  SC,  USN  ,  and 
Captain  William  N.  Shannon,  SC,  USN,  on  July  26,  1985.     Captain  Gallagher  will  comment 
in  his  report  on  the  recent  development  of  the  National  Park  Service  and  Afro-American 
Museum  groups  that  recently  moved  into  this  building.     For  your  information.  Colonel 
Frank  Zeo's  wife  is  seriously  ill  with  cancer  and  is  not  expected  to  live  two  or  more  days. 
There  will  be  a  memorial  service  for  Mrs.   Zeo  on  October  19  at  the  Old  North  Church, 
Marblehead,  MA.     All  members  were  requested  to  take  along  with  them  the  latest  OFF  DUTY 
magazine  that  has  some  humorous  military  anecdotes  as  part  of  their  month's  offering, 
and  there  are  also  posters  on  the  USO  available.     The  report  was  accepted. 

President  James  J.  McAllister's  Report  -  I  am  assuming  that  you  all  have  had  a  chance  to 
peruse  the  USO/NE's  Allocation  Request  package  to  the  United  Way  of  Massachusetts  Bay 
with  the  USO/NE's  Long  Range  Plan  attached  to  it.     Have  you  any  comments  on  it?    If 
not,   I  would  like  to  have  a  motion  that  the  committee  accept  the  package  as  presented. 
Joe  Feaster,  Chairman  of  the  Long  Range  Planning  Committee,  expressed  his  appreciation 
to  his  committee  members.     He  reported  that  his  committee  met  4  times  from  July  through 
September  to  come  up  with  the  plan  as  presented.     The  plan  that  you've  seen  now  is 
only  a  preliminary  plan  for  the  present  time  and  there  will  certainly  be  more  additions 
to  it  in  its  final  stage.     The  committee  so  moved  to  accept  the  package  as  presented. 
President  McAllister  stated  that  the  Long  Range  Planning  Committee  is  a  get-involved-with, 
day-to-day  operation  of  the  USO,  and  that  there  are  many  areas  that  need  daily  monitoring 
which  will  get  underway  soon. 

Airport  Report  -  Kay  Roberts  Swauger,  Director  of  the  USO  Airport  Center,  reported  tthat 
there  is  still  a  lack  of  USO  signing  at  the  airport  due  to  continued  airport  renovations. 
The  center  has  average  2  nightly  stayovers,   5  nights  a  week.     On  Saturday,  September 
4,  at  6:00  A.M.     approximately  500  cups  of  coffee  were  served  to  the  400+  26th  Infantry 
Division  troops  prior  to  their  flight  to  Europe.     The  USO  Center  should  be  moving  to  its 
new  location  at  the  airport  in  a  couple  of  months.     (President  McAllister  expressed  his 
appreciation  to  all  the  people  that  helped  greet  the  troops  that  morning.     The  USO 
made  tremendous  P.R.  with  them.). 

Treasurer's  Report-  Captain  Hudner,  Treasurer,  USO/NE,  indicated  that  the  committee  has 
a  copy  of  the  report  for  their  screening.     The  report  is  quite  clear  and  indicates  that  we  will 
have  an  anticipated  checkbook  balance  of  -$16,424.08  as  of  October  I,  1985.     This  past  summer 
has  been  a  very  disappointing  one  for  receipt  of  income.     In  July,  the  United  Way's  contribution 
took  42%  of  all  our  income.     The  income  this  month  is  over  92%.     Referring  to  page  2  of  the 
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Treasurer's  Report  (Continued) 

the  report.  Captain  Hudner  indicated  that  we  are  going  to  have  to  address  this  problem  of 
unpaid     taxes.     We  have  to  take  drastic  action  to  reduce  this  amount.     Our  expenses  will 
certainly  rise  due  to  the  cold  months  ahead.     More  on  this  report  will  be  discussed  by 
Jim  McAllister  in  his  report. 

Special  Gifts  Committee  Report-  Captain  Gallagher,  Chairman,  reported  that  the  Special  Gifts 
Committee  met  earlier  this  month.    He  indicated  that  he  wished  that  he  had  a  special  gift  to 
turn  over  to  the  USO  at  this  time.     Some  positive  future  funding  information  at  this  time 
is  in  regards  to  the  meeting  with  Jim  Henderson,  a  prospective  funding  lead  provided  by 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Felz.     Jim  Henderson  does  a  lot  of  work  with  the  military,  especially  Hanscom 
AFB,  and  with  the  Benefit  Ball,  an  annual  special  event.     After  meeting  with  Jim  Henderson, 
it  is  proposed  that  with  the  coordination  of  the  Military  Affairs  Council  and  the  USO/NE, 
Jim  Henderson  could  get  a  luncheon  going  in  the  Route  128  area.     General  Stansberry, 
retired  from  the  Air  Force,  but  still  active  as  a  consultant,  might  get  involved  in  this 
luncheon.     I  know  that  the  financial  situation  right  now  is  dire,  but  our  sustaining  member- 
ship drive  should  give  us  some  positive  funding  soon. 

As  to  the  housing  situation,  you  all  know  that  we  are  here  as  the  guests  of  the  City  of  Boston. 
We  have  had  a  number  of  meetings  with  the  City  and  to  date  nothing  has  happened  regarding 
our  legal  tenancy  of  this  building.     The  National  Park  Service  always  has  been  hovering  in 
background.     Hugh  Gurney,  former  director  of  the  National  Park  Service,  and  a  good  USO 
supporter,  agreed  to  our  co-existence  at  46  Joy  Street  with  the  Park  Service.    The  new 
director,  John  Birchel,  has  indicated  that  there  has  been  a  Long  Range  Plan  of  the  National 
Park  Service  to  take  over  this  building  as  a  black  historical  site.     Recently  we  received 
a  letter  from  City  Hall  informing  the  USO/NE  that  the  National  Park  Service  is  taking  over 
the  building.     If  the  USO  could  get  something  centrally  located  with  parking  space  it  would 
be  fine.    As  you  know  parking  space  around  the  area  of  this  building  is  hard  to  come  by. 

President's  Report  -  LT  McAllister  reported  that  he  and  Richard  Goldfarb  will  be  attending 
a  USO  World  Headquarter's  Seminar  on  October  28-31,  1985.     World  Headquarters  is  paying 
for  Richard's  way  due  to  our  critical  funding  situation.     The  committee  is  informed  that 
David  Haley,  an  ardent  supporter  of  the  USO,  has  resigned  from  the  council  .     Richard 
Goldfarb  has  suggested  that  an  advertising  promotion  plan  to  raise  funds  for  the  USO  will 
be  presented  to  the  Ocean  Spray  Products  Company.     World  Headquarters  has  been  doing  this 
with  other  companies.    One  of  our  members,  Al  Tonry,  is  leaving  and  moving  to  Kansas.     I 
have  worked  with  Al  in  other  areas  besides  the  USO/NE  and  find  him  to  be  an  outstanding 
worker  in  all  his  endeavors.    As  a  token  of  our  esteem  I  present  him  now  with  an  engraved 
brass  bell     "that  ought  to  bring  the  cows  home,  Al!"    LT  McAllister  reported  that  he  will  be 
attending  a  social  function  this  Saturday  of  the  Logan  Management  Association  to  be  held  at 
the  Ramada  Inn.     This  is  a  fundraising  function  of  the  association  to  have  funds  in  their 
kitty  to  help  employees.     Kay  Roberts  Swauger  accepted  LT  McAllister's  offer  of  his  guest 
ticket.     On  October  10th,  the  United  Fund  of  Norwood  is  hosting  their  50th  Anniversary 
Campaign  function.     I  will  ask  Captain  Weinberg,  as  a  representative  of  the  USO/NE,  to 
attend.     The  emphasis  of  this  meeting  has  been  on  our  financial  difficulties.     Since  there 
is  a  serious  problem  right  now,   I  will  be  sending  a  letter  out  to  all  council  members  to  explain 
the  USO/NE's  plight  and  ask  that  the  members  underwrite  our  expenses  for  the  last  two  months, 
Please  consider  this  request,  and  since  we  need  to  meet  the  payroll  at  this  time,  please 
consider  your  membership  donation  today. 

The  meeting  ADJOURNED  at  1:35  P.M.

Congratulations  to  Chris  Black 
for  exposing  the  real  nature  of  the 
debate  over  ' 'unitary  apportion- 
ment." 

Taxation  Committee  member 
Jack  Flood  says,  "It's  psychologi- 
cal ...  it's  the  attitude."' William 
McCarthy,  from  the  Associated  In- 
dustries of  Massachusetts,  argues 
"the  unitary  method  is  negative  in 
its  symbolism." 

Evidently  the  argument  that 
unitary  is  unfair  in  some  way,  or 
that  it  has  a  negative  economic 
Impact,  has  been  abandoned.  Now 
we  hear  about  psychology  and 
symbol  -  merely  a  sophisticated 
way  of  saying  "businessmen  don't 
like  it."  Quite  so.  But  the  real 
question  remains  -  is  unitary  fair 
and  prudent  tax  policy?  I  submit 
that  unitary  is  fair  and  prudent  - 
and  necessary. 

Opponents  of  unitary  appor- 
tionment have  benefited  from 
widespread  lack  of  understanding 
of  a  reasonably  obscure  aspect  of 
tax  policy. 

When  the  state's  Revenue  De- 
partment determines  how  much 
of  a  multistate  corporation  s  profit 
is  attributed  to.  and  therefore  tax- 
able in,  Massachusetts,  it  applies 
a  standard  formula.  It  determines 
what  percentage  of  a  company's 


sales,  payroll  and  property  are  in 
this  state,  and  therefore  what  per- 
centage of  the  company's  profit  re- 
sulted from  economic  activity  in 
this  state.  The  Revenue  Depart- 
ment then  applies  the  state's  cor- 
porate excise  tax  to  that  percent- 
age -  no  more,  no  less. 

A  corporation  may  escape  this 
formula  by  organizing  subsidiary 
corporations.  Although  by  law 
such  subsidiaries  must  theoreti- 
cally deal  "at  arm's  length"  as 
though  they  were  independent 
companies,  this  mode  of  organiza- 
tion gives  the  parent  company  tre- 
mendous discretion  in  allocating 
costs  and  profits  to  subsidiaries  in 
jurisdictions  with  low  or  non-exis- 
tent tax  rates. 

This  system  also  creates  the 
opportunity  for  outright  tax  eva- 
sion by  less  scrupulous  corpora- 
tions, which  shift  their  profits 
among  subsidiaries  by  means  of 
innumerable  paper  transactions  - 
a  practice  which  has  been  called 
"the  corporate  shell  game." 

Restoration  of  "unitary  appor- 
tionment" -  initiated  under  for- 
mer Governor  King  -  simply 
means  that  if  a  subsidiary  meets 
certain  defined  standards  of  own- 
ership by  its  parent  corporation,  it 
will  be  treated  with  its  parent  as  a 
"unit"  for  state  tax  purposes,  sub- 
ject to  the  standard  formula  Mass- 
achusetts applies  to  other  multi- 
state  corporations. 


Corporate  spokesmen  often  ar- 
gue that  the  state  needs  to  operate 
more  efficiently  -  "like  a  busi- 
ness." Many  observers,  including 
the  Small  Business  Service  Bu- 
reau, have  concluded  that  it  is  in- 
efficient for  the  state  to  hire  hun- 
dreds of  auditors  around  the  coun- 
try in  order  to  arrive  at  a  fair  tax 
bill.  (Smali  businesses,  after  all, 
cannot  shelter  their  profits  in  out- 
of-state  subsidiaries). 

Instead,  the  state  Revenue  De- 
partment, to  perform  its  job  effi- 
ciently, needs  the  tool  of  unitary 
apportionment  to  "pierce  the  cor- 
porate veil  of  complex  affili- 
ations." in  the  words  of  the  Mul- 
tistate Tax  Commission,  and  ar- 
rive at  a  fair  distribution  of  the 
corporate  tax  burden. 
'  i  suggest  that  Mssrs.  Flood,  Mc- 
Carthy and  Foley  of  the  High  Tech 
Council  leave  the  discussion  of 
psyche  and  symbol  to  the  experts 
in  those  fields.  A  more  serious  dis- 
cussion of  tax  administration  and 
resources,  both  natural  and  hu- 
man, might  be  more  beneficial  to 
those  of  us  interested  in  full  em- 
ployment in  Massachusetts.

It  is  a  pleasure  to  report  that  President  Kirkland's  recent  appeal 
on  behalf  of  the  victims  of  the  Mexico  City  earthquakes  has  resulted  in 
contributions  of  approximately  $145,000.00.  The  donations  came  from 
international  unions,  state  and  local  central  bodies,  a  constitutional 
department,  a  LCLAA  chapter,  and  several  individuals. 

In  addition,  several  unions  have  generously  contributed  to  other 
organizations  who  are  directly  engaged  in  providing  assistance  to  the 
earthquake  victims. 

President  Kirkland  has  authorized  initial  distribution  of  these 
funds  to  the  American  Red  Cross,  CARE,  and  Catholic  Relief  Services  for 
their  relief  and  rehabilitation  activities.  Plans  are  also  underway  for 
funding  rehabilitation  projects  through  the  American  Institute  for  Free 
Labor  Development  (AIFLD). 

If  your  organization  has  not  yet  contributed  to  the  AFL-CI0  Mexico 
City  Earthquake  Relief  Fund,  I  urge  you  to  consider  this  worthwhile 
appeal.

I  am  enclosing  two  items  which  I  believe  you  will  find  of  interest  and  which 
should  be  useful  in  your  efforts  to  promote  the  boycott  of  Coors'  products. 

The  copy  of  the  article  from  Advertising  Age  describes  Coors'  expansion  into 
Canada  with  an  annual  advertising  budget  of  $12  to  $15  million.   For  years, 
Coors  was  sold  in  only  eleven  states.   With  the  success  of  the  boycott,  Coors 
has  been  forced  to  market  its  product  in  over  forty  states  plus  the  District 
of  Columbia.   The  company  has  announced  its  intention  to  be  nationwide  by 
1990.   The  expansion  into  Canada  is  clear  and  convincing  testimony  of  the 
effectiveness  of  the  boycott.   Keep  it  up! 

Secondly,  I  am  enclosing  excerpts  from  a  report  entitled  "Corporate  Taxpayers 
and  Corporate  Freeloaders,"  prepared  by  Citizens  for  Tax  Justice.   The  report 
shows  that  while  Coors  earned  over  $58  million  in  profits  in  1984,  the  company 
received  $9.5  million  in  federal  tax  rebates.   Despite  the  fact  that  the  cur- 
rent corporate  tax  rate  is  46%  of  pre-tax  profits,  Coors'  paid  only  14.1%  in 
taxes  during  the  1981-1984  period. 

I  want  to  thank  you  for  the  personal  and  organizational  efforts  expended  by 
you  during  the  last  few  months.   With  perseverence,  I  am  sure  that  the  boycott 
in  New  England  will  be  just  as  successful  as  the  Coors'  Boycott  in  other  parts 
of  the  country.

The  "Best  of  the  Rockies"  met 
the  "Great  White  North"  last  week 
as  Molson  Breweries  completed  its 
national  introduction  of  Coors  and 
Coors  Light  in  Canada. 

Toronto-based  Molson,  operating 
under  the  first  foreign  licensing 
agreement  signed  last  month  by 
Golden.  Colo.-based  Adolph  Coors 
(AA,  Oct.  14),  introduced  the 
brands  in  Canada's  western  prov- 
inces Nov.  1  and  moved  into  the 
rest  of  the  country  Nov.  8,  when 
national  advertising  began. 

Foote,  Cone  &  Belding,  Chicago, 
U.S.  agency  of  record  for  Coors, 
also  has  the  assignment  for  Mol- 
son's  Canadian  venture.  Brewing- 
industry  sources  put  the  annual 
Canadian  ad  budget  at  between  $12 
million  and  $15  million. 

Coors  is  the  fourth  U.S.  brand  to 
enter  the  Canadian  market.  An- 
heuser-Busch's  Budweiser  was  in- 
troduced by  Labatt's  in  1981.  Carl- 
ing  O'Keefe  followed  in  1983  with 
Miller  Brewing's  High  Life,  and 
curlier  this  year  with  Miller  Lite 
(AA,  March  25).  But  Molson  execu- 
tives point  out  that  the  Coors 
launch  represents  the  first  simulta- 
neous introduction  of  an  American 
regular  and  light  beer. 

Molson  grdup  brand  manager 
Anders  Kullgren  concedes  a  Cana- 
dian introduction  of  Coors  would 
have  been  difficult  only  a  few 
years  ago  because  of  Coors'  reputa- 
tion as  a  light-tasting  beer  and  Ca- 
nadian preference  for  more  full- 


bodied  brews.  But  two  significant 
changes  have  made  Molson  confi- 
dent of  Coors'  success  now. 

One  difference,  ironically,  is  the 
presence  in  Canada  of  Budweiser 
and  Miller.  They  have  helped  de- 
fuse Canadians'  traditional  skepti- 
cism about  U.S.  beers.  Canadian- 
brewed  U.S.  brands — what  Mr. 
Kullgren  called  the  "Can-Am" 
segment  of  the  market — now  ac- 
count for  perhaps  10%  of  Canadian 
sales. 

A  second,  more  important 
change  has  been  demographic. 
"Canada  has  its  baby-boomers  as 
well,  although  they're  a  bit  youn- 
ger than  and  not  quite  as  pushy  as 
their  American  counterparts,"  said 
Molson  senior  brand  manager  (for 
Coors)  David  Perkins.  "These 
younger  people  have  different  atti- 
tudes than  older  Canadians  as  they 
step  into  the  world  on  their  own. 
And  one  of  those  differences  is  an 
increasing  preference  for  lighter- 
tasting  beer." 

That  group  is  the  target  for  the 
Coors  advertising  FCB  has  created, 
and  a  group  Mr.  Kullgren  says  no 
other  Canadian  brewer  now  di- 
rects its  advertising  to  so  specifi- 
cally. Tv  spot  copy  gives  heavy  at- 
tention to  both  the  younger  gen- 
eration's "new  attitudes"  and  to 
branding  Coors  as  "easy  tasting." 
Befitting  the  "Easy  going  Coors" 
theme,  FCB  creative  director  Al 
Hawkins  had  Canadian  director 
Jeremiah  Chechik  shoot  the  spots 
at  a  slow  100  frames  per  second. 

No  mention  of  Coors'  American 


heritage  is  given  because,  Mr. 
Kullgren  said,  none  is  needed. 
"Being  American  isn't  enough  of  a 
positioning,  especially  for  the 
fourth  American  brand." 

Canadian  laws  prohibit  using 
celebrity  presenters  in  beer  adver- 
tising, precluding  use  of  U.S. 
spokesman  Mark  Harmon.  But  Mr. 
Kullgren  said  Molson  wanted 
something  different  anyway. 

Mr.  Perkins  explained  the  rather 
unusual  choice  of  November-De- 
cember for  a  beer  launch  as  having 
two  major  benefits.  One  is  proxim- 
ity to  the  holiday  season.  The  other 
is  the  lower  media  weights  for 
most  beer  brands  at  this  time. 

Initial  tv  advertising  will  be 
solely  for  regular  Coors,  although 
newspaper  and  magazine  ads  fea- 
ture both  brands.  Tv  spots  for 
Coors  Light  will  be  added  once  the 
Coors  name  is  established,  said 
FCB  senior  vp-group  account  su- 
pervisor Bill  Melzer.  That  adver- 
tising will  carry  the  theme  "You 
can't  miss  with  the  Silver  Bullet," 
picking  up  the  nickname  for  Coors 
Light  used  in  U.S.  advertising. 

In  addition  to  A3  Hawkins, 
whom  all  parties  credit  with  con- 
ceiving and  executing  the  cam- 
paign's visual  style,  creative  credits 
go  to  executive  creative  director 
Mike  Rogers,  copy  director  Pam 
Radke,  senior  art  director  Matt 
Monroe  and  producer  Connie  But- 
ler. Working  with  Mr.  Melzer  on 
the  account  side  are  account  direc- 
tor Tim  Prosch  and  account  exec

Institute  staff  met  with  Arnie  Voehringer  to  review  the  1985  harvest  and  plan 
its  completion. 

DEC  I S IONS :   1.   Remaining  hogs  will  be  slaughtered  as  soon  as  Jack  Pelletier 
can  be  scheduled.   PI imoth  Plantation  will  be  asked  if  they 
are  interested  in  the  two  Tamworth  sows. 

2.  Goats  will  remain  in  the  Jepson  pasture,  which  will  be  disked 
and  seeded  to  rye. 

3.  Corn  will  be  harvested  with  corn  picker  and  stored  in  grain 
bins  in  the  hay  barn. 

h.      Unharvested  beans  will  be  disked  in.

(3)  Judy  Gillan  is  interested  in  moving  from  the  Institute  staff  to  a 
position  on  the  Board. 

Both  Dr.  Jones  and  Ammie  Chickering  have  expressed  commitment  to  securing  the 
Institute's  leasehold.   They  have  requested  that  a  long-range  management  plan 
be  developed,  to  include  economic  development,  building  rehabi 1 iat ion ,  and 
conservation  projects,  as  well  as  training  sites  and  demonstrations.   This  will 
assist  them  in  working  through  their  respective  agencies  to  gain  long  term 
security  for  the  site. 

Judy  Gillan  feels  that  the  Institute  would  benefit  in  its  development  work 
from  a  strong  Board  effort,  and  that  her  work  could  just  as  logically  be  done 
from  a  position  on  the  Board.   Nancy  DuBosque  has  taken  on  full  responsibility 
for  administration  during  1985  and,  should  such  a  change  be  made,  would  assume 
the  position  of  Director.   Pending  further  discussion  with  absent  members, 
general  support  for  the  move  was  expressed. 

IV.  1986  Workplans 

Four  major  work  areas  were  identified: 

1.  Core  Support  -  long-range  management  plan  and  short-term. 

2.  White  Oak  Farm  Partnerships. 
3-   Small  Farm  Training  Program. 

k.      Other  program  maintenance. 

Immediate  attention  should  be  directed  toward: 

1.  Core  Support—Management  Plan  (short  verson)  . 

2.  Advertising  for  White  Oak  Farm  Partnerships. 

3.  Core  Support  —  Proposal  . 

k.      Training  Program  Curriculum  Development. 

Judy  and  Nancy  will  develop  appropriate  proposal  "packages"  over  the  next 
six  weeks,  at  which  point  an  initial,  formal  meeting  of  the  Finance  Committee 
will  be  convened.   Thereafter,  Finance  Committee  will  work  independently. 

Arnie  Voehringer  will  Chair  a  White  Oak  Farm  Partner  search  committee. 
The  Institute  would  prefer  to  pursue  its  conservation  management  plan  in  1986 
rather  than  work  with  a  farm  partner  who  does  not  have  the  right  combination 
of  interest,  commitment  and  skills. 

The  Executive  Committee  recommends  that  each  summer  review  meeting  be 
convened  with  a  short,  formal  session,  to  include  brief,  summary  reports. 
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V.  1986  Fundraising  Hasterplan 

General  principles  were  agreed  upon  as  follows: 

1.  Short  term  core  support  should  come  from  several  small 
donations  from  individuals.  A  "proposal  package"  will 
be  developed  in  support  of  this. 

2.  Long-term  core  support  should  come  from  revenue-producing 
development  projects  on  the  leasehold.   The  Management  Plan 
will  be  developed  to  reflect  this  finance  strategy. 

3.  Programs  can  be  funded  through  the  traditional  process  of 
submitting  proposals  to  foundations.   Overhead  can  be 
included  in  such  proposals,  but  the  administrative  core 
should  not  depend  on  this. 

A  draft  Masterplan  will  be  developed  by  Judy  and  Nancy  for  Finance 
Committee  consideration  when  it  convenes. 

VI.  Other 

Arthur  Osborn  suggested  that  the  Institute  explore  ways  to  improve  the 
site's  general  appearance.   Much  of  the  property  is  not  controlled  by  the 
Institute  but  its  shabby  appearance  reflects  on  the  Institute  and  its  work. 
The  possibility  of  whitewashing  the  dairy  barns  and  maintenance  buildings 
was  discussed,  as  was  general  maintenance  of  field  edges,  etc.   It  was  agreed 
that  this  was  a  temporary  problem,  as  fully  developed  projects  would  keep  the 
site  maintained  as  part  of  everyday  work.   Workday  organization  will  be  dis- 
cussed after  the  first  of  the  year. 

There  being  no  further  business,  the  meeting  was  adjourned  at  2  PM.

AN  OPEN  LETTER  TO  THE  GONGRESSPEOPLE  AND  SENATORS  OF  MASSACHUSETTS 

We  are  a  grass-roots  committee  with  representatives  from  the  state  legislature,  local  and  regio- 
nal mayors,  selectpersons,  city  councillors,  some  local  concerned  citizens  groups  and  area 
Union  representatives.  We  do  not  have  an  eyecatching  name  or  initials.  Our  only  purpose  is  to 
KEEP  THE  FORE  RIVER  SHIPYARD  IN  QUINCY  OPEN  AS  A  SHIPBUILDING  FACILITY. 

Our  interest  is  not  parochial  to  the  extent  that  the  entire  South  Shore  area  would  be  devastated 
economically  with  the  closing  of  the  shipyard  as  we  know  it.  Other  local  and  national  deficiencies 
and  emergencies  would  be  created. 

The  local  Historical  Heritage  of  the  Fore  River  as  a  shipbuilding  facility  is  covered  by  present  na- 
tional legislation.  We  believe  this  is  one  option  open  to  us  for  consideration  in  preserving  it  as  a 
shipyard.'       '  ,  ~      '    . 

We  believe  the  United  States  Government  must  insure  its  citizens  that  it  has  the  ability  to  maint- 
ain and  train  a  high  level  of  skilled  tradesmen,  engineering,  management  and  a  component-ma- 
nufacturing capacity  needed  to  build  and  man  our  ships  for  commerce  and  trade  in  the  event  of  a 
national  emergency  without  relying  on  other  nations.  However,  most  importantly,  the  United 
States  Government  has  the  obligation  to  guarantee  the  safety  and  defense  of  our  nation  with  the 
same  ability. 

None  of  these  concerns  are  being  addressed  by  the  present  administration.  Rather,  by  their  ac- 
tions and  legislative  proposals,  such  as  the  Jones  Act  Amendment  that  would  permit  foreign- 
built  ships  to  carry  an  American  Flag,  are  contrary  to  our  concerns.  A  quote  is  appropriate  at  this 
time:  ...      . 

"Today,  the  Navy  is  down  to  less  than  500  ships;  as  for  commercial  shipping,  the  500-odd 
ocean-going  vessels  flying  our  flag  currently  carry  less  than  5  percent  of  our  own  commerce. 
The  availability  of ... .  foreign  ships  in  time  of  crisis  is  problemmatical  at  best." 

This  dire  warning  was  not  made  by  a  special  interest  group  or  person  on  behalf  of  protecting  and 
preserving  shipbuilding.  This  was  spoken  by  the  then-candidate  for  President,  Ronald  Reagan, 
and  the  statistics  have  worsened  since  then.  It  appears  by  his  words  and  actions  of  late  that  his 
own  statement  is  "difficult  to  conceive"  or  understand.  The  plight  of  our  shipyards'  merchant 
and  naval  fleets  is  still  a  shambles.  We  suggest  that  our  Federal  Government  start  refunding  the 
construction  differential  subsidy  (C.D.S.)  program  on  a  long  term  basis  in  order  to  make  the  ship- 
building industry  in  this  country  competitive  with  other  foreign  shipyards  that  are  subsidized. 

The  Fore  River  Shipyard  had  a  capacity  of  45,000  skilled  tradespersons,  working  three  shifts  in 
time  of  crisis,  and  has  had  a  normal  working  capacity  averaging  6,500  tradespeople.  These  area 
skilled  jobs  and  income  from  these  jobs  would  be  lost  to  the  South  Shore  and  the  nation  forever. 
Our  capacity  to  build  ships  would  be  gone. 

We  believe  that  you,  as  our  elected  congressional  delegate,  should  bring  these  concerns  to  the 
public  ancjl  congressional  forefront,  and  continue  to  fight  this  looming  disaster.

Investing  In  Public  Education 


In  September,  the  nation's  business  leaders  called  for  a  joint  effort  by  schools  and 
industry  to  better  prepare  youth  for  the  world  of  work. 

A  landmark  report  prepared  by  the  research  and  policy  subcommittee  of  the 
Committee  for  Economic  Development  (CED),  consisting  of  business  executives  and 
leading  educators,  began  by  stating  that  "(t)he  most  important  investment  this  nation 
can  make  is  in  its  children." 

Entitled  Investing  in  Our  Children:  Business  and  the  Public  Schools,  the  study  is 
based  on  a  comprehensive  three-year,  million-dollar  research  project  that  included  a 
survey  of  businesses  and  colleges.  It  is  another  in  a  long  series  of  reports  on  education 
that  have  called  for  improving  America's  public  schools.  This  one  is  of  particular 
significance  because  it  reflects  the  thinking  of  the  nation's  major  corporate  executives. 

"When  public  schools  are  successful,  they  become  a  national  treasure.  They,  can 
instruct  and  inspire  our  young  people.  They  can  give  life  to  local  communities, 
contributing  to  their  economic  growth  and  social  well-being.  They  can  pave  the  road 
to  employment,  greater  opportunity,  and  more  productive  lives.  In  our  pluralistic 
democracy,  the  schools  can  forge  a  common  culture  while  respecting  diversity." 
Important  words. 

Business  has  a  key  role  in  promoting  educational  excellence.  "Business  has  much  to 
gain  from  improvements  in  the  quality  of  schools,  and  it  has  a  responsibility  for 
helping  support  and  maintain  that  quality,"  the  report  asserts.  It  argues  that  while 
many  of  the  goals  in  their  reform  strategy  can  be  met  through  better  allocation  of 
existing  resources  or  through  creativity,  innovation,  and  a  strong  commitment  to 
improvement,  many  needed  reforms  will  cost  more  money.  In  bold  type,  the  study 
states  that ". . .  any  call  for  comprehensive  improvement  in  the  public  schools  that  does 
not  recognize  the  need  for  additional  resources  is  destined  for  failure."  The  report  adds: 
"A  larger  investment  is  essential  and  has  the  potential  for  a  very  significant  return  in 
both  human  and  financial  terms.  With  its  strong  stake  in  quality  education,  the 
business  community  should  give  increased  investment  in  public  education  its 
wholehearted  support." 

Investing  in  Our  Children  also  makes  a  number  of  sound  recommendations  to  those 
responsible  for  implementing  education  reform  It  recommends  a  "bottom-up" 
strategy  founded  on  the  premise  that  "reform  is  most  needed  where  learning  actually 
takes  place — in  the  individual  school,  in  the  classroom,  and  in  the  interaction  between 
teacher  and  student."  The  focus  is  on  the  instructional  process. 

The  study  makes  a  number  of  recommendations  worth  highlighting.  It  emphasizes, 
as  do  many  other  reports,  that  public  education's  most  important  task  is  to  ensure  that 
all  schoolchildren  are  grounded  in  basic  academic  and  behavioral  skills.  It  urges  that 
schools  and  teachers  institute  policies  and  practices  that  encourage  development  of 
positive  traits  such  as  self-discipline,  reliability,  and  perserverence  or  what  the  CED 
calls  the  "invisible  curriculum."  It  calls  for  higher  standards,  proficiency  in  English, 
periodic  testing  for  basic  skills  and  making  diplomas  meaningful. 

Special  attention  is  given  to  the  selection,  training,  motivation,  compensation  and 
working  conditions  of  the  nation's  present  and  future  classroom  teachers.  "Our 
schools  can  be  no  better  than  the  teachers  who  staff  them,"  it  notes.  The  CED 
recommends  enhancing  and  strengthening  the  professional  roles  of  teachers, 
increasing  their  ability  and  opportuntiy  to  exercise  judgement  and  make  decisions, 
raising  their  salaries,  and  upgrading  their  working  conditions. 

Significantly,  the  report  is  silent  on  the  issue  of  tuition  tax  credits  and  vouchers,  an 
omission  that  is  deliberate  according  to  the  project  director.  In  fact,  of  the  scores  of 
reports  issued  to  date,  not  a  single  one  advocates  tax  credits  or  voucher  schemes 
similar  to  the  one  recently  announced  by  Education  Secretary  William  Bennett.  They 
know  they  would  promote  but  seriously  harm  public  education. 

Support  of  the  business  community  is  critical  if  education  reform  is  to  become  a 
reality.  Where  it  exists,  results  can  be  dramatic.  For  example,  the  California 
Roundtable,  an  association  of  business  leaders,  has  worked  closely  with  the  State 
Superintendent  of  Public  instruction  and  others  tc  design  a  sweeping  education 
reform  package  and  has  helped  to  ensure  that  program's  passage  through  the  state 
legislature  with  the  funds  necessary  to  implement  it. 

The  New  York  State  AFL-CIO  applauds  the  CED  report  and  urges  the  Business 
Council  of  New  York  State  to  demonstrate  the  same  leadership  as  the  California 
Roundtable  in  promoting  educational  excellence  in  the  public  schools  of  our  state. 
The  labor  movement  has  a  long  tradition  of  support  of  our  nation's  public  schools  —  a 
tradition  we  hope  to  build  upon. 

With  our  new  Education  Committee,  we  stand  ready  to  work  with  the  state's 
business  community  as  full  partners  in  improving  our  public  schools.  New  York 
State's  public  schools  are  among  the  nation's  best  Working  together,  we  can  make 
them  even  better.
